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Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, said positioning part of the holding 
body is formed as a hollow sleeve-ring structure in corresponding to said sleeving and covering 
part as recited in claim 10 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12:

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 5, the phrase "said covering part" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 5-7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chen 
(6,508,360). Chen discloses a product packaging and displaying device comprising a holding 
body (10) having a hollow display part protruded outward (the body), another side having a 
protruded positioning part (1 1) for one end of a display product to attach thereon and a 
connecting part (13) for connecting to a sleeving and covering part and the width of said display 
part is wider than a maximum width of the display product (see below). Chen further discloses a 
covering body (20) connected and disposed on one side of the holding body. The covering body 
having a sleeving and covering part in corresponding to the positioning part and a hollow 
connecting board (21) disposed at each end of the covering body. Chen also discloses the other 
limitations of the claims except for the outer diameter of the sleeving and covering part being 
wider than the width of the display product. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the covering body of Chen so the 
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outer diameter of the sleeving and covering part is wider than the width of the display product 
which is similar to the holding body for better protecting the display product.
